Young's Literal Translation: "Rivulets of waters is the heart of a 
king in the hand of YHWH, Wherever He pleases He inclines it. 
Every way of a man is right in his own eyes, And YHWH is 
pondering hearts." 

1 Tim. 2:1 I urge that supplications, prayers, intercessions, and 
thanksgivings be made for all people, 2 for kings and all who are in 
high positions, (WHY?) that we may lead a peaceful and quiet life, 
godly and dignified in every way.

Ex. 1 :10 Come, let us deal shrewdly with them, lest they multiply, 
and, if war breaks out, they join our enemies and fight against us 
and escape from the land. 

Deut. 4:30 When you are in tribulation, and all these things come 
upon you in the latter days, you will return to the LORD your God 
and obey his voice. 

Acts 14:21 When they (Paul & Barnabas) had preached the 
gospel to that city (Derbe)and had made many disciples, they 
returned to Lystra and to Iconium and to Antioch, 
22 strengthening the souls of the disciples, encouraging them to 
continue in the faith, and saying that through many tribulations 
we must enter the kingdom of God. 

1 Peter 1 :6 In this you greatly rejoice, though now for a little while 
you may have had to suffer grief in all kinds of trials. 7 These have 
come so that your faith - of greater worth than gold, which 
perishes even though refined by fire - may be proved genuine and 
may result in praise, glory and honour when Jesus Christ is 
revealed. (NIV)
